this year it is estim ated the ex­ 
pected bumper crop in Kansas 
alone would be sufficient to make 
2 billion loav es of bread.

Gov ernor Protests In Vain 
Gov . Payne R atner made a pow 
erful but unav ailing plea to Sec 
retary of Agrioulture Claude R 
W ickard to take steps to sav e this 
wheat, asserting th a t he could not 
conceiv e of any reason why grow 
ing wheat, or any other potential 
food, should be destroyed. 
“In time o f w ar,” the gov ernor 
said,

enemy, or any resource which will 
aid us. borders on treason. 
We 
are told th at 'food will win the 
w ar and w rite the peace’—and I 
believ e it will.

During the last w ar the poultry 
business was practically forgot­ 
ten. 
“W heat will win the w ar,” 
was the cry then. 
Today it’s dif­ 
ferent. 
We 
know more 
about 
food v alues today and the cry is 
for more eggs. 
W hat was form erly considered 
a backyard business is becoming 
a m ajor 
agricultural 
industry. 
W e’re affected by politics; we’re 
operating under gov ernm ent ord­ 
ers; and we’re news on the fi­ 
nancial pages of the big m etro­ 
politan papers. 
Under 
such 
circum stances 
changes in the industry are in­ 
ev itable. 
They are coming so fast 
it’s hard to keep up w ith them. 
And after the w ar we won’t be 
going back to old methods of pro 
duction, m arketing, and distribu­ 
tion. 
We m ight as well m ake up 
our minds to th at right now—and 
plan accordingly. 
Industry Is Changing 
Two years ago we dried about 
12 million pounds of eggs in this 
country. 
Today we hav e enough 
plants 
to dry 
ov er 225 million 
pounds of eggs. 
It isn’t likely 
th at 
those plants 
will 
all 
be 
junked the day the peace treaty is 
signed. 
Shipping 
space 
and 
storage 
space is a t a premium. 
Poultry 
can be shipped and stored in about 
a third the space 
if it is drawn 
and frozen. 
More and more of it 
is being packed th a t way all the 
time. 
Once people hav e known 
the conv enience of buying chick­ 
ens th at are cleaned and ready to 
cook, 
do you think they will go 
back to buying heads and feet and 
entrails ? 
The gov ernm ent Is encouraging 
southern farm ers to produce less 
cotton—and more eggs. 
Do you 
think they will sell their laying 
flocks 
the day 
the last gun 
is 
fired ? 
Lack of Rubber Affects 
M arketing 
Produce plants hav e tried to 
outdo each other in offering serv ­ 
ice to the producers. 
They hav e 
culled and wormed their flocks; 
they hav e 
picked up eggs 
and 
chickens on the farm ; they hav e 
hauled feed and baby chicks to 
the country. 
T hat all takes tires and labor— 
and there 
is a shortage 
of both 
right now. 
It will become ev en 
more acute and as produce plants 
and hatcheries find it necessary 
to cut down on their serv ices I 
am sure you will understand why. 
It is alm ost certain th a t poultry 
raisers will 
ev entually hav e to 
haul their own poultry and eggs 
to m arket. 
T hat won’t mean ex­ 
tra w ear on tires, because you hav e 
to go to town anyway. 
But you 
won’t be driv ing any farth er than 
you hav e to. Small towns will get 
more business as you buy—and 
sell—closer to home instead of 
going 
to the larger towns 
and 
cities. 
A lack of rubber will tend to­ 
ward a de-centralization of the 
produce packing business. 
We know only th at when the 
w ar is ov er the poultry industry 
will hav e won its serv ice stripes, 
it will hav e learned new ways of 
doing things—many of them bet­ 
ter ways because they had to be 
better, 
and it won’t be 
“going 
back.” 


In conjunction with the W orks 
Projects Adm inistration's part in 
the “Food For Freedom ” program , 
T. G. Linquist,

m anager 
for the northern section of Illi­

Dale D. Rosenkrans, chairm an 
of 
the Lee County 
A gricultural 
Conserv ation Association, adv ises 
th at farm ers who hav e 19 38 or 
19 39 corn which was resealed for 
two years can now redeem their 
loans without losing any of their 
storage allowance. 
These loans 
ordinarily would fall due August 
1, 19 42. 
This is com which was 
sealed for 57 cents and then re­ 
sealed with a 10 cent storage ad­ 
v ance. 
The difference between 
the 57 cents am ount 
of 
original 
sealing and the 61 cents repre­ 
sents interest. 
Mr. Rosenkrans says th at this 
redem ption of corn is a good ex­ 
ample of the v alue of the farm 
program to farm ers. 
They can 
realize a profit of ov er 10 cents 
a bushel for storing the corn from 
prev ious surplus years. 
Redemption at the 61 cents will 
be allowed only up to April 30th. 
This will perm it m arketing during 
a period th at will av oid the usual 
spring rush and heav y strain on 
transportation facilities, and most 
im portant it will make av ailable 
additional corn supplies for im ­ 
m ediate feeding needs. 


AAA Makes County Check on 
Labor and Scrap 
Township 
com m itteem en 
will 
be calling upon ev ery Lee county 
farm er this week in a canv ass to 
assist in their all out production 
for Victory cam paign program . 
Farm ers will be asked to fill in 
questionnaires which will supply 
the county w ar board w ith data 
enabling them 
to v aluate 
Lee 
county’s ability 
to 
accomplish 
their objectiv es in this year's pro­ 
duction goals. 
Subjects discussed will include 
the 
following; 
Labor situation 
upon each farm , present supply of 
labor and possible future needs, 
checking necessary repair parts 
for m achinery av ailable for cus­ 
tom work on farm s other than 
their own. 
Producing food and fiber for 
our nation a t w ar is the obligation 
of ev ery Am erican farm er, but in 
addition his gov ernm ent now ap­ 
peals to him for the scrap iron 
which is now upon his farm . 
The 
boys in the serv ice are depending 
upon the ships, tanks, guns and 
planes which cannot be built un­ 
less this scrap can be collected. 
Farm ers are asked to check the 
am ount which their farm can con­ 
tribute. 
In addition to scrap iron 
a check up will be taken of sup­ 
plies of old paper, baling wire and 
burlap sacks. 
The defense of the 
civ ilian population of this com­ 
m unity m ay largely depend upon 
the av ailable supply of these sacks 
to be used as sand bags in case of 
air raids.

cases for the farm er to plant ad­ 
ditional soybeans on land origin­ 
ally intended for soil conserv ing 
purposes. 
It shoutd be rem em ­ 
bered howev er, th a t soybeans are 
sev erely soil depleting and ero­ 
sion prom oting, 
and, therefore, 
only rich, lev el land is suitable to 
their growth.

sults in co stly repair bills. 
Many 
an o ld machine which with care­ 
ful 
use 
wo uld 
last fo r 
several 
years is bro ught to an untim ely 
end when 
o perated 
o n 
a badly 
ero ded field. The life o f new im ­ 
plem ents 
is likewise 
sho rtened. 
The mo re co stly machines such as 
tracto rs, co mbines and co rn pick­ 
ers are dam aged ths 
m o st 
by 
wo rking o ver ro ugh gro und. 
W ith the am o unt 
o f new m a­ 
chinery reduced and the supply o f 
repair p arts uncertain, 
farm ers 
can well affo rd to do « veryththg 
po ssible to co nserve the machines 
they have o n hand, W alker said. 
There are several m easures fo r 
preventing ero sio n 
and gullying 
which can be put into

spring. 
Establishm ent

grass w aterw ays by seeding the

gully has already fo rmed in the 
waterw ay, it sho uld be wo rked in 
befo re the seeding is made.
